REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The response filed 6/21/10 to the Office action has been entered. Claims 1, 
3-4, 6-7, 10-14 are pending. 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 1, 3-4, 6-7, and 10-11, no prior art has been found teaching or 
suggesting a method for evaluating the risk of cancer in a smoker by determining the 
concentration of circulating total DNA in a plasma specimen from the smoker in which the 
method involves determining the concentration of circulating total DNA in a plasma sample by 
quantification of human telomerase reverse transcriptase (hTERT) copy number. 

Concerning claims 12-14, no prior art has been found teaching or suggesting a method 
for evaluating the risk of cancer in a subject by determining the concentration of circulating total 
DNA in a plasma specimen from the subject in which the method involves determining the 
concentration of circulating total DNA in a plasma sample by quantification of human 
telomerase reverse transcriptase copy number. 

The closest prior art is the references of Sozzi et al. (Cancer Research, June 15, 2001, 
Vol. 61, pg. 4675-4678) and Cech et al. (6,475789, issued Nov. 5, 2002). Sozzi et al. disclose 
circulating DNA quantification with plasma DNA in 84 patients with non-small cell lung cancer. 
Cech et al. disclose hTERT detection by primers and probes in a biological sample. None of the 
references discloses or suggests determining the concentration of circulating total DNA in a 
plasma sample from a subject or from a smoker by quantifying hTERT copy number for 
evaluation of the risk of cancer. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

2. U.S. patent NO. 7163789, and the references of Dasi et al. (Laboratory Investigation, 
2001, Vol. 81(5), pg. 767-769) and Anker et al. (Clinica Chimica Acta, 2001, Vol. 313, pg. 143- 
146) are now made of record because they teach quantifying hTERT mRNA a plasma sample 
from cancer patients.
